| Pſalme himſelfe with-A very loud and ong voice, 
farby his accuſtomed flems | being before his com- 
ming to the ſcaffold a weake ſpirited mat, of feeble 
voiceand vtterances and was aſſiſted with thenum- 
ber ofa thouſand perſons atthe leaſt, whoaccompa- 
nied him.in ſinging that Plalme. Aﬀer the endin 


mer confeſſion : and 1 with that, recommending hi: his 
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aſtray like a loſt ſheepe, and thok of thy mertie ha#t| 
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{whereof he openly repeated andratified his (aid for- 
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ſoule to God, hee faſtened a cloth abour his owne 
eyes ,|and was caſt ouer the ladder , ſo ending this 
mortall life.

For being vrged by the Miniſters and other of good 
ranke yponthe ſcaffold,that now at his end he ſhould

{owl aſſurance of that his conſtant and true depo-

For before his laſt breath, when he hadhunga pretie 
ſpace , hee lift vp his hands a good heigth, and clap- 
pedthem together aloud, three ſeuerall times, to the 
great woonder and admiration of all the beholders. 
And veric ſoone thereafter he yeryed his ſpirit. 


By this Narration afore- going , each man may 
learne, thatthe contriuing and plotting of treaſon a- 
gail Kings and Princes.,. is a thing odious in the 

ght of God, andtheretfore ordinarily is diſcloted by 
be, a firſt oratlaſt, by one meanes or another : and 
that it is not good to conceale any ſuch confpiracie 
[intended by enemie or friend , becauſe the life and

ther ofthe Countrey, ought to be dearer to all good 
men, than the loue or acquaintance of any wharſoe- 
uer : who howbeir hee make thew of manie faire 
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fafetic of a Chriſtian King , w ho isthe common Fa-} 
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| things in him, yet inthis alone, Thatheepurpoſeth 
+ euill againſt the Lords Anointed; ſuthciently decla-; 
reth himſelfe to be of a rebellious and vngodly dif- 
poſition. And how watull the fruit is either of ſuch! 
traitourous reſolutions , | or of the concealing of 
them , may be ſcete (as in a glaiſe)|both in | 
jo the ſudden end cf the Earle Gomre, 
and in the execution |of this 
George $prot with more 
deliberation. 
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
